SUMMARY COMMENTS ON SITE PLAN:

Land Use: The applicant is requesting approval of a Conditional Use Permit for a Congregate
Living facility in LO zoning. The project has been approved for the Smart Housing Program by
the Neighborhood Housing and Community Development Department. The project will replace
all existing buildings with a new 132-unit facility (3 stories) with 63,717 sq. ft. and associated
improvements. This site will be required to be one-star with Austin Energy’s Green Building
Program.

Environmental: The site is not located over the Edward's Aquifer Recharge Zone, and not
located within the 100-year flood plain.

Transportation: A traffic impact analysis was not required for this project. Proposed driveway
access will be from North Mopac with written approval from Tx-Dot.
